TURNED BACK. 


Greek Irregulars Meet 
with Disaster. 
Advance of the Invading Force 
in Macedonia Checked. 


A Retreat to Greek Territory 
Has Been Ordered. 


Capture of a Member of One Expedi- 
tion—The Government Apprised 
of the Invaders’ Operations, 
More Talk of Declaring War.

LARISSA (Headquarters Greek army 
in Thessaly,) April 16.—[Copyrighted by 
Associated Press, 1897.] Severe fight- 
ing has occurred in Macedonia between 
Greek irregulars and Turkish forces. A 
column oY irregulars sent to the right 
from Pitgavitze, after having invested 
and captured Sitovno, continued its ad- 
vance toward Kritudes, Plisia and 
Kourduzi with orders to hold Kourduzi 
at all costs, as it commands the right 
approach to Grevena, the objective 
point. This column, commanded by 
Chiefs Zermes and Luzzo, attacked 
Kritudes Tuesday. The place was de- 
fended by two companies of Turks. 
After a severe fight, during which 
eighty Turks were killed and twenty- 
five taken prisoners, the position was 
captured by the Greeks, who also ob- 
tained possession of 150 rifles and a

The insurgents,. however, have suf- 
fered a severe check in another direc- 
tion. A strong force of Turkish troops 
from Maco Mecovon with a number of 
mountain guns, advanced on Krania, 
which previously had been captured by 
the Greeks, and attacked four hundred 
irregulars of Greece, who occupied an 
entrenched position. It is reported that 
fighting was ferocious on both sides. 
The insurgents were eventually com- 
pelled to retreat north to the moun- 
tains. Some, however, succeeded in 
breaking through the Turkish lines and 
escaped to Baltino, just across the 
frontier in Macedonia, captured by 
Greek irregulars and used. by them as 
a depot for provisions and ammunition. 

The accounts: given by. the refugees 


were; killed, while the irregulars only 
had eight men killed and seventeen 
wounded. The leader of the Greeks 
operating in that direction, Chief Milo- 
nas, was among the wounded and re- 
turned into Greek territory with a num- 
ber of refugees. One of the latter says 
a portion of the Turkish force was 


_|.composed of irregulars whose dress re- 


sembles that of the Greek insurgents. 
This, it appears, enabled the Turkish 
force to execute a flank movement un- 
heeded by the leaders of the Greeks. 
The refugees referred to blame the 
Greek leaders for badly handling the 
men. 

All of the refugees bore traces of hav- 
ing experienced great fatigue, and it is

A PRISONER TAKEN. 


Confirms Previous Impressions of 

Greek Authorities’ Co-operation. 

ELASSONA (Headquarters of the 
Turkish army in Macedonia,) Thurs- 
day evening, April 15.—[Delayed in 
transmission. Copyrighted, 1897, by 
Associated Press.] The representative 
of the Associated Press at the Turkish 
headquarters has just seen a prisoner 
who was captured by the Turks dur- 
ing the fighting which has taken place 
at Krania with the Greek irrégulars. 
The man was. dirty, wore. tattered 
clothes, and had on his head a helmet 
upon which was the badge of the Eth- 
nike Hetairia, the National League of 
Greece. He declared that he belonged 
to a band of irregulars which left 
Trikhala after receiving an ovation 
from the inhabitants of that place, un- 
der command of a captain and two 
lieutenants of the Greek regular army,» 
and accompanied by a medical officer 
who was wounded. This expedition, 
the prisoner added, was organized to 
invade Turkey, not to harm the vil- 
lagers and to fight the Turkish troops 
only. 

After these statements it is diffi- 
cult to deny that the Greek irregulars 
were organized with the knowledge of 
the Greek authorities. This confirms 
the inquiries made on this subject by 
Secretary Foulah Bey, an officer of the 
staff of Edhem Pasha, the Turkish 
commander-in-chief, formerly an at- 
taché of the Turkish  legation at 
Athens, and consequently familiar 
with the personal appearance of the 
Greek officers, some of whom he recog- 
nized among the insurgents. The 
whole matter seems to form the basis 
for a grave accusation against the 
Greek government. |

WAR INEVITABLE. 


What the People at Larissa ave 


Saving. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, April 16.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Larissa correspondent of 
the Times will say tomorrow: “Every- 
one here continues to declare that an 
outbreak of war is inevitable within 
the next two or three days, and espe- 
Cially, as it is known that in high 
circles at Athens a peaceful solution of 
the difficulties is regarded as almost 
hopeless. The authorities here are 
seriously counting the cost of embark- 
ing in such a struggle, but other in- 
fluences are urging them on. Mean- 
while, it is perfectly certain that the 
irregulars, unless restrained, will.again 
invade Macedonia in order to compel 
the Porte to declare war.” 

The Athens correspondent of the 
Times says: “There is no doubt that 
the Athenians are fully awake to the 
great dangers of the situation. There 
is a pessimistic feeling in the air. If 
Greece now goes to war it will not be 
with a light heart. The desire for 
war is not abated. On the contrary, 
immediate hostilities are wished for, 
but it is now realized that the impend- 
ing conflict will entail enormous sacri- 
fices and possibly a crushing disaster. 
The Greek nation may be compared to 
a man who’ feels bound to fight a 
duel in order to save. his reputation.” 

The Times correspondent —at—Con- 
stantinople denies that there is any ef- 
fective Turkish war party. He says 
that the Sultan, the Seriokerat (Min- 
ister of War,) and some other min- 
isters are’ strongly opposed to active 
hostilities with Greece.

SUPREMETEST 


Flood Arrives, 


All Kinds of Rumors About the 
Loss of Lilie, 


More Cheerful Feeling in the 
Delta Region. 


Incidents of the Day—Work on the 
Dykes at Omaha Protects the 
City—Secretary Alger Receives a 
Report from Inspecting Officers. 


_ [BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) April 16.—Ad- 
vices from Natchez and other points 
below Vicksburg indicate that the su- 
preme test in the flood situation is at 
hand. The. swift current, which is 
rising steadily, is beating against the 
levees with such force as to cause the 
gravest apprehension at many places. 
At Natchez the river is near the top of 
the levee and everything possible is 
being done to fight back the encroach- 
ing waters. All kinds of rumors have 
been current today regarding wholesale 
loss of life on Davis Island, but dili- 
gent inquiry fails to confirm the story. 
It is known that three: negroes were 
drowned on the island, but outside of 
these fatalities no further loss of life 
is known to have occurred. 

At Vicksburg the river is rising at 
the rate of four-tenths of a foot a day. 
The swift volume of water pouring out 
of the Yazoo into the Missouri River at 

point twelve miles north of Vicks- | 
burg will continue for several days. 
The levee between Bedford store, four 
miles south of Delta, La., to Duckport, 
seven miles above, are in a precarious 
condition tonight and every man and 
boy available is at work strengthening 
the embankment. At some points in 
this stretch of the levee the water is 
washing over, and the greatest alarm 
is felt. 

A more cheerful feeling exists in the 
Gelta tonight. At Greenville the back- 
water from Stoor’s Landing, which has 
been rising in the flooded part of the 
town for the last three days, is station- 
ary and will begin to fall tomorrow. 
Rosedale, Friar’s, Point, Helena and 
other places report an encouraging im- 
provement in the situation. The river 
dee’hed one-tenth of-a foot at Green- 
ville today and the fall of two-tenths 
of a foot reported at Cairo gives re- 
néewed hope that the vast amount of 
water will recede in time to make a 
good crop.

Capt. McCoy of the steamer Bluff ‘City 
arrived in port from St. Louis, and 
brings a very encouraging account of 
the improvement in the condition of 
the overflowed territory above Mem- 
phis. In order to make the trip down 
the river in the daytime he stayed at 
Tipton, Ill., all night. He says the 
water has receded sufficiently to allow 
steamers to land at all places. There is 
a material improvement, and the out- 
look up-river is cheerful. 

SAVED BY THE DYKES. 

OMAHA (Neb.,) April 16.—During 
the night the river raised two inches, 
but -is stationary now at Omaha and 
is falling above. Work on the dykes 
during the night held back the flood 
and this morning it seems the gravest 
danger was passed. 


ANOTHER LEVEE BREAKS, 
A Flood Pouring in Vicks. 
burg. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

VICKSBURG (iMss.,) April 16.—The 
levee at Biggs in Madison Parish, four 
and a half miles below Delta, La., 
broke at 10 o’clock tonight. The crev- 
asse was 120 feet wide ten minutes 
after it gave way. Delta is directly 
Oposite Vicksburg. The Queen and 
Crescent route train-dispatcher’s office 
reported the break at 12 o’clock to- 
night. The news was sent to Delta at 
once, the Operator being roused out of 
bed and the message of warning sent 
along the line of the railroad. 

The levee is a very large one and 
has been engaging the special attention 
of the levee authorities for several 
weeks. Several hundred convicts have 
ben employed upon it, in addition to 
other laborers, and so greatl¥ had it 
been strengthened that only today the 
belief was confidently expressed by 
men living beside it that it would hold. 
The disaster will be a great one. The 
situation along the Louisiana levees 
across the river for fifty miles above 
and below this city dwarfs every other 
feature of the flood problem into tem- 
porary insignificance. 

The rise shows no sign of diminu- 
tion, and the remaining levees are 
actually in danger of being overtopped 
by the water now pouring out of the 
Yazoo basin, in a sheet twenty-five 
miles wide for a distance of ten miles 
opposite this city. In spite of the evi- 
dent danger and of the repeated warn- 
ings of the Weather Bureau, very few 
persons are removing stock to the 
highlands, though 100 head of mules 
were brought to this city tonight from 
Sparta plantation, in Louisiana, ten 
miles above here. At several points 
the water has reached the top of the 
levee and is now being held back by 
sacks and lumber. 

The Natchez mail steamer St. Jo- 
seph arrived early this morning with 
about 450 persons from Davis Island. 
Over 200 were taken out in skiffs. The 
officers of the United States steamer 
Florence are doing good work there. 

Capt. Clark, of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, who has visited the _ territory 
from Vicksburg to the mouth of the 
Red River, arrived on the mail steamer 
St. Joseph today, and states the suf- 
fering and destitution at Davis Island 
is great and in his opiolon there is great 
probability of further loss of life. The 
island is twenty-two miles long, and 
many parts of it are not accessible, ex- 
cept by small yawls or skiffs, and he 
fears that when the great flood passes 
away a number will be missing. Many 
families coming upon the different re- 
lief boats are scattered, and at times 
their_meeting, when each thinks the 
other lost, is most touching,

THE WOOL SCHEDULE... 


Western Senators Stand Together 
for Changes in the Dingley Bill. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—Western 
Senators after several conferences, 
have reached an agreement to stand to- 
gether for important changes in the 
wool schedule of the Dingley Bill. The 
Senators most prominently identified 
with the movement are Messrs. Mantle, 
Carter, Shoun, Warren and Burrows, 
They have not only agreed upon a line 
of amendments, but have decided to in- 
sist on their inclusion in the bill. The 
meetings have also been attended by 

many prominent wool-growers. 

The proposed amendments are di- 
rected mainly to closing the many loop- 
holes for evasion and fraud which wool 
men agree abound in the Dingley law, 
and were also found in the McKinley 
law. An amendment Was agreed upon 
providing that an additional duty of 4 
cents per pound should be levied upon 
skirted wools such as imported in 
1890 and prior to that time. The princi- 
pal change to be proposed is upon wool 
and camel’s-hair of the third class. The 
Dingley Bill proposes an ad valorem . 
duty of 32 and 58 per cent., respec- 
tively, upon wools of this class valued 
under and over 13 cent& per pound. It 
is proposed now to strike out the Ding- 
ley Bill clause relating to third-class 
wools and to insert instead the fol- 
owing:

pound, on the wool markets of the 
United States, the duty shall be 5 cents

NEW YORK, April 16.—The Herald corre- 
spondent at Tegucigalpa, the capital of Hon- 
duras, says rebels attacked and captured the 
towns of Puerto Cortez on the Gulf. of Hon- 
duras and Esparanza on the Agua River ‘on 
the night of April 13. According to all re- 
ports so far, the rebels still hold these places 
in spite of efforts to dislodge them. 

President Bonilla has received offers cf as- 
sistance from the governments of Salvador 
and Nicaragua, in suppressing the revolution, 
although it has not as yet been decided 
whether it will be necessary to call upon 
them. The government is confident of its 
pewer to put an end to the uprising. 

The President has taken radical steps in

A MAN MOURNED .FOR DEAD 
TURNS UP AT REDLANDS. 


The Ydentity of the Body Shipped in 
a Trunk from Salt Lake is Still 
a Mystery. 


WAS SUPPOSED TO BE 


PIKE’S. 


BUT HE RISES TO EXPLAIN THAT 
HE IS NO CORPSE. 


Strange Story of His Wanderings 
Under an Assumed Name—A Se- 


cret Reason for Concealing 
His Identity. - 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

CHICAGO, April 16.—Oliver Pike, the 
supposed victim of the Salt Lake, Utah, 
trunk mystery, has turned up. , He has 
written to his mother and friends at 
Fayette, O., where his body was sup- 
posed to be reposing in a grave in the 
Fayette cemetery. To the Fayette 
Record he has written a letter in 
which he says: 

“I wish to inform my friends, through 
your paper, that I am living, notwith- 
standing contrary reports. When I 
wrote home a short time since I found 
some trouble in proving that I was my- 
self, for a strange combination of cir- 
cumstances seemed to prove that I was 
dead. 

“I lived in Fresno, Cal., two years; in 5 
Hanford two years, and the past year 
in Los Angeles and Redlands. Since 
leaving Puget Sound I have lived un- 
der an assumed name, and any one 
wishing to inquire will learn nothing 
discreditable by writing to the places 
I have mentioned and asking for Harry 
Price, by whith name I am known. Of 
the cause which led me to take the 
course I did, I will say nothing, for I 
do not think I could do it satisfactorily. 

“I am a laundryman by occupation, 
which business I have followed for 
nearly five years. 

[Signed] “OLIVER PIKE.” ° 

The letters to the Ohio newspaper 
and his mother and friends are taken 
as authentic and they no longer doubt 
his identity. As explained in Pike’s let- 


‘ter, he had some difficulty in establish- 


ing the fact of his existence to his rela- 

; ified his body, 
they thought, beyond the shadow of a 
doubt. 

Pike's reappearance opens up the en- 
tire case again and makes it a greater 
mystery than ever, 

March 23, 1896, Philip Griese and 
Charles Haas of Austin purchased a 
large box at auction from auctioneers 
Who were selling a large quantity of 
unclaimed freight. for the Chicago and 
Northwestern Railway. Two days 
after the box was opened and found to 
contain. a medium-sized green trunk, 
bound with iron strips. The space be- 
tween the trunk and the sides of the 
box was packed with sawdust. Several 
layers of white oilcloth were. wrapped 
around the trunk. In the trunk was a 
zin¢ box, the cover soldered tight. This 
box was also wrapped in oilcloth. 
Within: the inner bix was found the‘ 
decomposed body of a man. It had 


_been bound with a light rope so as to 


fit compactly in the box, and some 
chemicals had been placed around it to 
destroy the flesh. The box was shipped 
from Salt Lake, Utah, on the morning 
of February 8, 1893. It was left at the 
freight office of the Union Pacific the 
day before by a man giving his name 
as. G. M. Morgan and was billed to 
G. M. Morgan, No. 146 Jefferson street, 
Chicago. The freight was prepaid and 
the shipper took a train, ostensibly for 
this city the same day. It was shipped 
@s household goods, and weighed 540 
pounds. The box arrived in Chicago 
February 16 and remained in the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern freight depot 
until July 28, 1893. It was unclaimed, 
and notices sent to the address on the 
box, but elicited no reply. On that date 
it was delivered to the warehouse be- 
longing to the auctioneer, where it 
remained for nearly three years. On 
February 9 it was decided to sell the 


-bex.at auction to get back the freight 


and storage charges. A notice was then 
sent to the consignee at Salt Lake 
that he would be given until February 
28 to pay the cRarges and redeem it. 
No reply being received, the box was 
sold and the discovery of the body 
followed. 

The address at No. 146 South Jeffer- 
son street is the home of Mrs. Fred- 
erick Mueller. She knew nothing of 
the man Morgan who shipped the box, 
except that an expressman had called 
a few weeks before the box was sold 
and asked for G. M. Morgan. An ex- 
amination of the body disclosed the 
fact that the skull had been fractured 
in two places, plainly indicating a 
murder. The blows were supposed to 


| have been struck with a hatchet. 


Two clews were found by the police. 
Henry Devere and Bas Marcel, two 
Frenchmen living here, told a story 
of the disappearance of a friend of 
-theirs named Joanes Prosper Chazal, 
at Salt Lake during February of 1893. 
No trace of him has ever been found. 
Chazal was a native of Lyons, France, 
and was well-to-do. The two men 
identified the body as being that of 
their friend and strongly maintained 
that everything pointed to the @rrect- 
ness of their suspicions, that he had 
been murdered for his jewels, of which 
he always wore a collection of great 
value. 

The second theory was that the hody 
was that of Oliver Pike, and that he 
,had been murdered in Seattle, Wash. 
His relatives identified the body, and 
had it taken to Fayette for burial. 
He disappeared from Seattle, July 3, 
1892, and was never heard from until: 
a few days ago, when he wrote to his 
relatives. It was thought that Pike 
had been murdered for damaging evi- 
dence he possessed concerning’ the 
operations of an insane asylum at Steil- 
acoom, Wash. An investigation was 
made, but no definite proof was ever 
established that Pike had been done 
away with by the suspected persons 
at the Steilacoom asylum and _ the 
matter was dropped. 

Mrs. A. T. Mosher and C. G. Gorilot, 
cousins of Pike, were seen last night 
in Ravenswood. They have been in 
communication with the missing man’s 
mother, and stated that she believed 
her son was still alive, and that a 
mistake had been made in the identi- 
fication of the body found in the 
trunk at Austin. Presents had been 
received by Pike’s sister purporting to 
come from him. and he had also sent 
a photograph. Still the strange actions 
of the missing man in the past three 
nights have made many of his rela- 
tives doubt whether ‘he is really stil) 
alive. They attribute the report that

PIKE AT REDLANDS. 


He Talks About His Wanderings 
Under an Assumed Name. 
[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 
REDLANDS, April 16.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] Oliver Pike is now living 
quietly in Redlands, under the name 
of Harry Price, being employed in 
-W. H. Dow’s laundry, where he has 
been since November last. He is about 
32 years of age, fivé feet six inches 
in height, has a dark complexion and 
is of pleasing address. To a Times re- 
porter Price, or Pike, talked enter- 
tainingly of his life since he left his 
home in Fayetté O., in 1889. 
‘He said after leaving Fayette he 
went to Chicago; thence to Kansas 


stopping two days in Salt Lake City, 


He 
secured employment in the insane asy- 
lum at Steilacoom, Wash. After work- 
ing there nearly a year he was 
discharged, presumably for abysing 
one of the inmates. This was in De- 
cember, 1890. He then: drifted: into 
Aberdeen and finally to Seattle. Here 
he lived until the fall of 1892 when 
circumstances arose which caused’ him 
to change his name, since which time 
he has been known as Harry Price. 

In order to conceal his identity, Pike 
disappeared from his old haunts, go- 
ing first to Portland, Or., then to 
Fresno, Cal., then to Hanford, Cal. 
Here he remained for some time, join- 
ing the Knights of Pythias of which 
organization he is still a member. 

From Hanford, Pike went to Los An- 
geles in the spring of 1896, residing at 
No. 409 West Seventh street, until he 
secured work in Redlands in Novem- 
ber, 1896. 

As to the circumstances which led 
him to change his name, Pike would 
say nothing, except that he had done 
nothing which placed him under the 
ban of the law, and that in his judg- 
ment his action was perfectly justi- 
fiable.

Struck on a Wrecked Coffer-dam,

WASHINGTON, April 16.—A further

BY A PAIR OF ROBBERS. 


Resisted Them and They Knocked 
Him Down Then Brutally Cut 
His Throat. 


CONSIDERABLE CASH STOLEN. 


GOVERNMENT BONDS OVERLOOKED 
BY THE BURGLARS. 


The Crime Committed During Bank- 
ing Hours—Great Excitement 
Over the Tragedy—Several 

Suspects Under Arrest. .

resisting the entry of two desperate and de- 
termined robbers, and during a heroic strug- 
gle to protect $15,000 or more in money and 
securities in the compartments of the. open 
vault of the Great Falls National Bank of 
Somersworth this afternoon, Cashier Joseph 
Stickney was struck down and brutally mur- 
dered near the desk which he had cccupied 
for years. 

After killing Stickney the murderers ran- 
sacked the vault and fled, with all the cash 
with the exception of a few gold pieces. As 
near as can be estimated, $6000 was taken, but 
it is possible that the loss will be consider- 
ably exceed this sum, as none but the dead 
cashier knew the exact amount that was in 
the institution at the time. The robbers, 
after knocking Stickney down with a black 
jack, cut his throat. 

The most remarkable feature of the robbery 
is that $100,000 in bonds of the United States, 
which were kept in one of the drawers of the 
big vault, and which the robbers examined 
hastily, were not taken. Neither was any of 
the negotiable paper and securities cf the 
bank—in fact, nothing is missing except the 
cash. No one was aware that anything was 
wrong at the bank until 2 o’clock, or until 
nearly an hour after the ‘murderous work 
was done. The perpetrators had ample time to 
escape. 

Marshal Eaton was notified, and the 
door was broken in. Evidence of a desperate 
struggle was found. On the floor in a great 
pool of blood was the lifeless body of Stick- 
ney. His head had been nearly severed from 
the body, the robbers having cut his throat.

The body was covered with blood, 
and the walls and furniture bore additional 
evidences of the terrible deed. Stickney had 
died fighting desperately.

SACRAMENTO, April 16.—[Special 
Dispatch.] A romantic story has been 
brought to’ light in connection with 
the sentence for murder of Dr. W. A. 
Sehorn, editor of the Willows Gazette. 
The-story is that Sehorn, who was 
tried and convicted of the murder of 
Putnam, a druggist in Willows, had in 


‘ his possession a letter, which, if intro- 


duced in evidence at the trial, with 
attendant circumstances, would prob-* 
ably have acquitted him. This letter 
Sehorn refused to introduce, because it 
involved the honor of a woman, who 
had given it to him in confidence. 

The trial resulted in a verdict of 
guilty of manslaughter. Sehorn was 
sentenced to eight years in San Quen- 
tin, and after the usual tedious wait, 
judgment was affirmed by the Supreme 
Court. In the mean time Sehorn re- 
mained firm in his determination not to 
use the letter, and declared to his at- 
torneys that he would serve out the 
sentence before he would betray the 
woman who had entrusted him with the 
letter which he confidently believed 
would save him. Sehorn will be re- 


-gentenced within the next month, but 


the woman who received the letter from 
Putnam is determined that he will not 
go if she can save him. She has laid 


? the whole matter before Sehorn’s at- 


tomeys with her consent to use the 
letter in Sehorn’s behalf. The letter 
reads as follows: 

'“WILLOWS, Aug. 17, 1894. 
‘ “My dearest friend: I will be down 
Sunday on my way to the State con- 
vention. Now, my dear friend, I want 
you to go down to the city with me on 
Monday. All other delegates will go to 
-the city Sunday, so no one = will see 


us... Do not say you will not go, as we 


can have-a good time and no one will 
ever know it.. If you cannot go, wire 
me Saturday. Use the following words: 


‘It is off,” and do not sign any 
name. Yours, 
{Signed} 


- The recipient of the letter is a young 
woman of the best connections in Wil- 
lows, but the plan is to withhold her 
name, if possible, from all but Gov. 
Budd. The story behind the letter is 
that Sehorn and Putnam were rival 


candidates for office in Colusa, county, | 


and Sehorn would occasionally wind up 
his editorials with the words: “It is 
off.” It did not take Putnam long 
to realize that the letter had gone 
out of the hands of the young woman.

FIRE AT THE UNIVERSITY. 


Berkeley’s College of Agriculture 
Destroyed with Records, 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

BPRKELEY, April 16.—The build- 
ing of the College of Agriculture at 
the State University was today de- 
stroyed by fire. In addition to the 
building, the flames consumed much 
valuable apparatus, records of com- 
missioners’ investigations and manu- 
script and specimens representing the 
life work of Prof. E. W. Hilgard, head 
of the department and founder of the 
experiment station system in the 
United States. 

The fire, which started on the third 
floor, was ignited from a lighted gas 
sterilizer, which had been left by some 
of the students standing close to a 
wooden partition. It was discovered 
shortly after noon by three students, 
who were returning from the training 
table. Fire-extinguishers were brought 
from various parts of the university, 
but were of no avail, from the fact that 
certain of the students had, a few 
days before, for no further apparent 
reason than distinguishes many of their 
pranks, emptied the contents and ren- 
dered the safeguards useless. 

The agricultural buildings is plenti- 
fully supplied with hose, but when the 
necessity for. use arrived, it was found 
that none of it would fit the mains. 
The fire departments responded to the 
alarm, and did as good work as possible 
with the limited supply of water. The 
building was completely wrecked, and 
the loss, apart from valuable manu- 
scripts and records, is estimated at be- 
tween $25,000 and $30,000.

LABOR AND LAND. 

The work that has been furnished 
to the unemployed in Elysian Park, 
through the liberal contributions of 
broad-minded citizens, cannot be re- 


_ garded as a permanent solution of the 


important question of furnishing a 
means of subsistence to the worthy 
unemployed. Two thousand years ago 
the Great Teacher declared “the 
poor ye have always with you,” 
and the same is as true today as it 
was then. How to relieve the distress 
of the worthy, without injuring their 
self-respect, and how seggregate 
from them those who are not willing 
to work when they get a chance, is 
a difficult problem, that has engaged 
the best efforts of public-spirited citi- 
gens in all civilized countries, for 
many years. It is only within the 
past few years that the problem, in 
its more serious phases, has con- 
fronted us in this country, where, 


until a quarter of a century ago, ex: | 


treme poverty was almost unknown, 
and between the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific—between the Great Lakes and 
the Gulf—there was work of some 
description for all honest hearts and 
willing hands. The “Great West,” a 
comparatively unknown land full of 
promise to adventurous spirits, was 
then a safety-valve for all who, for 
various causes, found it difficult to 
make a living in the great centers of 
population, which; even at that early 
day, had commenced to become over- 
crowded. Now, however, this is no 
longer the case, or at least only to a 
limited extent. The territory west 
of the Mississippi had been opened up 
by railroads, and _ settled, so that 
government land, upon which a living 
may be made from the start, has be- 
come exceedingly scarce. Horace 


 Greeley’s advice to ‘‘go west,” has to 
great extent lost its significance; 


and meantime the great cities are be. 
coming more and.more overcrowded 
with men and women, whose lot, un- 
less relief ef some description can 
soon be furnished, promises within 
a few years to be little better than 
in- 
habit the tenement districts of large 
European cities and lead a precarious 
hand-to-mouth existence which 1s 
rarely enlivened by the acquisition of 
a square meal. It is needless to say 
that such a class as this is a constant 
menace togood government, and merely 
as a commercial proposition—a simple 
question of profit and loss—apart from 
all idea of benevolence or humanity, 
it would certainly pay communities to 
see that these people are assisted to 
a position where they may have a 
chance of an honest living. Some 
may object to such a suggestion, on 
the ground that it savors of paternal 
government, but surely, if by a little 
paternalism, we may avoid the danger 
of anarchy and social disruption, it 
may be held that the end justifies the 
means. 

As stated, the relief that has been 
furnished to the unemployed in Los 
{o-re'es in the park is only temporary. 
ay hope that by the time this 
‘ . is over, the succession’ of har- 
vests, in field and orchard and vine- 
yard, will furnish employment to 
many of these people, but still the 
problem will confront us again, in this 
as in other cities, and it is one which 
it will not do to ignore. Undoubtedly 
one of the most promising sugges- 
tions for a permanent relief of the 
unemployed is to remove them from 
the large cities which are  over- 
crowded, to the land which is to a 
great extent undeveloped. This is a 
plan which has been adopted with 
much success by the Salvation Army 
in England. Farming colonies have 
been established in various sections of 
Great Britain and in the colonies. 
After a season of probation in the 
city, for the purpose of showing that 
the applicant is worthy of assistance, 
he is sent-to one of the British farm- 
ing establishments, where he is taught 
the rudiments of agriculture, and then 
he is offered a chance to go to one of 
the colonial settlements, where he 
has a good chance to become a happy 
and prosperous member of society. 

The Salvation Army has now on 
hand a proposition of somewhat simi- 
lar character’ in San Francisco. 
Several public-spirited citizens ‘have 
offered land in the neighborhood of 
the city, and a trial wiJl be made of 
the plan. The Pingree potato-patch 
plan, which has been successfully car- 
ried out’ in several American cities, 
is something of a similar character. 
It has been proposed to introduce this 
idea in Los Angeles, but there is an 


cultural pursuits cannot be carried 
on in the summer season without ir- 
rigation. There are tracts of land 
near the city, furnished with irriga- 
tion, which might possibly be obtained, 
although this land now commands 
a high rental from Chinamen, who 
raise vegetables for the Los Angeles 
market. At a greater distance from 
the city there are many large tracts 
of unimproved land upon which water 
for irrigation might be developed at 
reasonable expense, that have not yet 
been improved, because the owners 
have not sufficient means to cover 
the large outlay which would be 
necessary for labor and _ material. 
Now, if the necessary labor could be 
obtained on shares, it seems that own- 
ers of such tracts might benefit them- 
selves and the unemployed at the’ 
same time. The men could be fur- 
nished with the necessary implements, 
and with food, when, under compe- 
tent direction, water might be devel- 
oped from artesian wells, or otherwise, 
and orchards planted out, or vegeta- 
bles raised, such as celery, cabbages, 
asparagus and other vegetables for 
which there is an unlimited demand 
in the East. 

These ideas are thrown out. as tenta- 
tive, and subject to modification or 
change. 
mains, that the best remedy for the 
distress which exists in large cities, 
owing to over-congestion of popula- 
tion, is to give the worthy unem- 
ployed who are willing to work, a 
chance to secure for themselves and 
their families self-supporting homes, 
where they may have a chance to pull 
themselves together and become val-| 
uable members of the body politic, in- 
stead of incumbrances.

Thompson ‘came 
to obtaining his liberty yesterday will 
probably never be known, but if a 44- 
caliber Colt’s revolver means liberty to 
him, his approach was a close one, At 
1 o’clock yesterday afternoon an at- 
tempt was made to supply him with a 
gun of this type, which, if sincere, nearly 
succeeded, 

According to the story told by Jailer 
P. J. Kennedy, a young man by the 
name of Harris visited the jail yester- 
day about noon, Shortly after Harris’s 
departure, Kennedy noticed ‘Trusty’ 
Kramer acting in a suspicious man- 
ner. Kramer seemed to be furtively 
watching the movements of the jailer, 
and when opportunity offered, he was 
seen to attempt to pass something 
through the bars to ‘Kid’ Thompson. 
Kennedy jumped forward and inter- 
cepted him just as Thompson had 
reached forth his hand to take the ar- 
ticle, which proved to be a large 44- 
caliber Colt’s revolver, fully loaded. 
Kramer, when searched, had nine cart- 
ridges besides those in the pistol. Ken- 

edy immediately informed Sheriff 

urr of the occurrence, and the Sheriff 
detailed Deputy Sheriff White to arrest 
Harris. The latter was found at the 
Nadeau Hotel, and when brought to 
the jail confessed the whole arrange- 
ment. | 

H. L. Tupper, he said, had come 
here from Arizona with the intention 
of causing a jail delivery, in which 
Thompson was. to be liberated. Tup- 
per had, Harris stated, through Maggie 
Brown, a friend of Thompson’s, met a 
man named Jenkins, who had agreed 
to act as a go-between, and ar- 
rangements were made whereby the 
prisoner, Thompson, had been  ap- 
prised of the circumstances. Plans 
were made which, had they been suc- 
cessfully carried out, would doubtless 
have resulted in Thompson gaining his 
liberty yesterday, and the probable sac- 
rifice of at least one life. The plan, 
as disclosed by Harris, is as follows: 

Thompson, had he received the re- 
volver Which failed to reach him, was | 


‘to hide it until, while passing from 


the jail to the Courthouse, an oppor- 
tunity afforded to use it. Tupper, also 
armed, was to be at hand and assist 
Thompson in the event of assistance 
being needed. A horse and ‘buggy 
containing arms and ammunition would 
be stationed at the corner of Broad- 
way and Franklin street, in which the 
two’ were to make good their escape 
after the liberation. The plan. was 
essentially a bold one, and would be 
attempted only by exceedingly desper- 
ate men. 

Harris, when arrested, said he had 
not received the gun directly from 
Tupper, but had got it from Jenkins, 
to whom Tupper had given it for the 
purpose stated. He claimed that Tup- 
per had brought the weapon all the 
way from Arizona for the ‘purpose of 
giving it to Thompson, and was 
greatly disappointed that the attempt 
had failed so signally. On the strength 
of Harris’s statements, Deputy Sher- 
iff Manahan was sent after Jenkins. 
Just where he was found is not quite 
clear, but it is claimed that when he 
was locked up he became. greatly 
frightened and corroborated .the state-_ 
ments made by Harris. © Maggie 
Brown was also placed under. arrest, 
and when Tupper finished -his testi- 
mony’ at the trial yesterday: afternoon, 
he was immediately taken to. the 
County Jail and locked up. If he is 
guilty of complicity in the affair, he 
is a young man of iron nerve.- He is 
only 21 years of age, and testified 
during the afternoon session of the 
Thompson trial with great — coolness. 
His testimony, given in a straightfor- 
ward manner, was the most important 


| of any yet given for the defense, and | 
in spite of the fact that

Arizona, it would in all probability 
have carrfed no inconsiderable weight 
with the jury. 

The woman Maggie Brown. was ar- 
rested on Thursday and, locked up at.

drunk. Yesterday she was sentenced 
to imprisonment for five days. At the 
expiration of this term she will be 
served with a warrant charging her 
with perjury. This warrant was is- 
sued from Judge Young’s court yes- 


terday. 

Alva Johnson, when recalled yesterday 
morning, was less nervous than on Thursday, 
He spoke in a firmer tone and seemed to have 
gained confidence in himself. He gave no 
direct testimony, and but little of consequence 
was elicited by the cross-examination. In 
answer to a question propounded by J. N. 
Phillips, attorney for the defendant as to what 
reason he had to believe that he would soon 
be pardoned, he answered: . 

‘When I testified the first time against 
Thompson I thought I was turning State’s 
evidence, and that my doing so would incline 
the court to leniency. I was.told by Mr. 
Lawson, the detective, that such was the case. 
I also wished to right as much as possible 
the great wrong I then realized that I had 
done. While I never calcula to: make a 
confession until after my arrest, no promises 
were made to induce me to act as I did.” - 

George M. Trogden, brother-in-law to Alva 
Johnson, was the next witness of importance. 
He corroborated the testimony of. Btzler, 
given Wednesday, regarding Thompson’s al- 
leged return to Johnson's ranch, in company 
with Etzler. He admitted acquaintance’ with 
both detective A. B. Lawson and F. B. Ken- 
nett, and stated that on one occasion Kennett 
had solicited him to call in company with 
Mrs. Trogden, at Kennett’s home, where they 
‘‘would have a talk.”” He stated that he had 
neither received nor expected to receive any 
consideration for testifying against Thompson. 

Kennett, when called, denied having had 
any conversation with Trogden. Kennett, it 
will be remembered, is the man who shot 
and killed Lawson, claiming at the time that 
the latter had defranded him and was not 
treating him right. The argument resulting 
in Lawson's death arose during.a discussion 
of the train-robbery case, and was consequent 
upon the confession of Alva Johnson. While 

ennett, after the shooting, was imprisoned 
in the County Jail he occupied the same 
“tank’’ in which Thompson was confined, and 
it was during this time that Thompson, he 
alleges, made him his confidant, He freely 
testified as to the communications of Thomp- 
son. These were corroborative of the testi- 
mony given by Doke on Thursday, with one 
important variance. He stated positively that 
Thompson, while freely confessing to his 
participation in the hold-up, had always in- 
sisted that Johnson, and not he, had turned 


the switch. 

Charlies A. Fisk, the Wells, Fargo & Co.

He took the chair with eagerness, and 
straightway started the narration of his story. 
His entire testimony was of a rambling, al- 
most incoherent nature, and it was with the 
Greatest difficulty that his attorney kept him 
within the bounds of relevaney. Although 
permitted a great deal of scope, the pa- 
tlence of Judge Smith was exhausted several 
times, and in spite of the constant admoni- 
tion of Thompson's counsel to refrain from 
®iving foreign testimony and stick to the sub- 
ject in hand, he rsisted in wandering off 
into tarrations of a sensational character. 
These, at times, had absolutely no connection 
with the questions asked, and were not even 
remotely related to the case in hand. He 
was exceedingly eager to talk, and when his 
answers were at all relevant they were given 
in so hasty a manner as to completely forstall 
any objections on the part of his attorney. 
Throughout his testimony he was very ani- 
mated, and punctuated his remarks with ges- 
ticulations, after the manner of an excited 
child. Only once did he lose complete control 
of himself, however, but on that occasion his 
loud and apparently. earnest avowal probabil 
carried more weight with the jury than a 
his other testimony. . 

“Did you not serve a term for felony in 
the Yuma penitentiary?’’ demanded the Dis- 
trict Attorney.

In his direct testimony he said that ‘he was 
born in Iowa on November 3, 1871. When 12 
years of age he moved with his parents to 
Canada. Two years later he went with his 
father to the Black Hills, 8. D., and shortly 
afterward left for Pueblo, Colo. He came to 
California in July or August of 1893, and 
worked for Lucky Baldwin until taken sick 
with typhoid. fever, when he came to this 
city. He did not remember how long he had 
remained in the County Hospital,.as he was 
deranged most of the time, but thought he 
went to work for Alva Johnson in his feed 
corral in this city early in September, 1893.’ 

e said he had afterward helped to’ put in 
crops at Johnson’s ranch, and had then 
gone back to the Black Hills. He first met 
Etzler, he testified, in Mojave, and they had 
then gone together to Johnson's ranch, where 
they stayed for two days. The two had then 
gone to Phoenix, where they met H. L. Tup- 
per. Tupper. joined them and. the three 
camped out together, seining the Gila River. 
Etzler said he was expecting a box by ex-. 
press, which contained a surveyor’s chain and 
some instruments. As he was unable. to 
write, he requested Thompson to call at the 
express office for the box, which Thompson 
did on three different occasions. Twice he 
was informed that no package had arrived, 
but the third visit bore better results. He ob- 
tained the box and signed for it, using the 
name Etzler was known by W. S. Parker. He 
delivered the box to. Etzler, who, in company 
with Tupper, then left him. . Thompson then 
rode to Phoenix, passing Etzler and Tupper 
on the road. He ‘afterward saw Etzler and 
Tupper in Phoenix, where the former was 
spending money freely. At no time, he said, 
had he received any share of the money. 

John W. Worthington, a rancher of Bakers- 
field, George A. Tibbetts, constable and dep- ' 
uty sheriff of Kern county, both testified 
Etzler’s bad reputation for veracity. They 
said they had known him for eight years, dur- 
ing. which time he had been known to swear 
to a lie on the witness stand. Recently, they 
said, Etzler had shown them a Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad pass, and a meal ticket, with the 
remar: that he could ride free to any place 
he might wish to go,. and could eat without 
cost to himself. ‘‘And,”’ he is alleged to have 
added, ‘‘that isn’t all. If I succeed in convict- 
ml the “Kid,” I'll get more. I'll be well 

H. L. Tupper was the principal witness 
called by the defense. He testified that Etzler 
had been introduced to him as W. S. Parker 
at Phoenix. He corroborated the statements 
made by Thompson -while on the stand, and 
told in detail how Etzler, or Parker, as he 
was called, had requested Thompson to get 
the box out of the Express office, as he, 
Etzler, was unable to sign for it. Thompson, 
he said, had not been apprised of the true 
contents of the box, and had not been present 
at its opening. Etzler explained the Mexican 
dollars to Tupper. by saying he had been em- 
ployed on a bridge gang in Mexico, and that 
this money was in remuneration for his lahor 
at. that. time. Etzler and Tupper went to 
Phoenix, where Etzler bought a bill of pro- 
visioéns and deposited $180 in the safe at the 
provision store, after, in company with Tup- 
per, getting the Mexican money changed for 
United States coin by.a Chinaman. He stated 
under, cross-examination that. Thompson had 
not brought any influence to r to induce. 
him to testify, and the only reason he had 
not remained in.town to testify at the. first 
trial.was because he was. financially .embar- 
rassed, and had to return to Arizona. A let-

WONDERFUL WORK. 


The ‘Lowell Observatory Discovers 
‘Stars Never Before Reported. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 
OF MEXICO, April .16.—The 
Lowell observatory, which was trans- 
ferred from. Flagstaff, Ariz. to Mex- 
ico early in December last for the pur- 
pose of observing the apposition of 
Mars, and,déor .the... measurement..of 
southern double stars, has been dis- 
mounted and shipped back to its orig- 
inal location after three months re- 
markable service. 

Dr. Lee, who was in charge of the 
observation in the southern heavens, 
announces that since January 1, more 
than three hundreaé thousand double 
and triple stars had been measured. 
More than half were new, having never 
been reported by any astronomer. -The 
report will. be the largest and most 
important addition to the southern 
stellar astronomy since the observa- 
tions of Sir John Herschel. Full reports 
of their work are to be forwarded soon 
to the Royal Astronomical Society at 
London. 7 

Among ‘his~ discoveries’ are many 
brilliant stars’ and perhaps fifty diffi- 
cult stars separated by less than one 
second of an arc. In addition . to 
these discoveries, his - corroborative 
points of argument as to the forma- 
tion of heavenly bodies. will ‘be ex- 
ceptionally interesting. 

NEW TREATIES. 
China Seeks Better Terms with the

ALGER’S ADVICES. 


His Imspecting Officers Report on 
Prevailing Conditions, 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—Secretary 
Alger received a telegram from one of 
his inspecting -officers at 'Cairo,. who 
has been working in the Yazoo district, 

which says: 

“Have completed the inspection of the 
upper portion of my district from Ashe- 
port to Cairo, and find the conditions 
slightly improved. The most extensive 
crevasse, below Caruthersville has wid- 
ened to 3200 feet. The waters are sta- 
tionary at Cairo, but are rising below 
there. About 200 refugees’ from this 
section are collected at points on the 
high grounds. Have located and noted 
the approximate number, established 
relief stations, and communicated the 
necessary details to Capt. Davis, who is 
forwarding». supplies from Memphis. 
This point is the natural center for 
general distribution by. small semi- 
weekly packets that know the landings, 
and are expected to prove more satis- 
factory and ‘economical than Carter 
boats. All relief. stations but two are 
already supplied from Memphis with 
five days’ rations.” 

Another army inspector, telegraphed 
from Greenville Miss., that the total 
area subject to overflow in his district 
is about 4000 square miles, mostly Phil- 
lips county, Ark., and Coahoma, Quit- 
man, Bolivar, Sunflower and: Washing- 
ton counties, Mississippi. It is sug- 
gested that ten days’ supply of rations 
be sent at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment to supply 1000 destitute persons 
and 100 head of stock in Quitman 
county, in which thirteen townships 
are inundated; also. for 5000 destitute 
and 600 head of stock in Coahoma 


flooded; for 8000 destitute and 800 stock 
in‘ Bolivar county, where nine: town- 
ships are inundated. 

On the Arkansas side it is. reported. 
that 5000 destitute persons and head 
of live stock in Phillips and Monroe 
counties require: assistance... From 
thirty to forty days is the estimated pe- 
riod of time before the laborers can g0 
to work in the inundated area,. but as 
this period will vary with the locality, 
the inspector recommends that no sup- 
plies be sent for a longer period than 
ten days.

issued, of which no account has ap- 
peared in the returns submitted to the 
State by the corporations,. Upon learn- 
ing that this and more than.$500,000 had 
been charged to the account of the 
plant when it should have appeared as 
‘profit and loss, thereby showing a sur- 
plus instead of a deficit, it was voted 
to place both corporations into the 
hands of-receivers. 

The. disclosures. which .resulted from 
the. of‘the affairs of the 
corporation showed them‘to be in a 
much worse-condition than had been 
anticipated, and it:is left to the discre- 
tion of the receivers whether or not 
the company shall be petitioned into in- 
solvency. From the. report of the ex- 
pert who has been examining _ the 
books it ‘appears that not only have the 
notes of the corporations aggregating 
$2,500,000 been issued, of ‘whieh: no ac- 
count has been made, as. required .by 
the statutes, but also notes of the Lam- 
beth Rope Company to the amount of 
$40,000 have long been carried. 

‘Further.than this the Columbia Com- 
pany, it is feared. is. so deeply involved 
as to make the future of the corpora- 
tion well-nigh hopeless, as it developed 
today that notes held by the Bennett 
milis to an amount in excess; of ‘$500,000 
are included in its indebtedness.

COMPRESSED AIR. 


PROPOSED AS A MOTIVE POWER 
FOR USE ON STREET RAILWAYS, 


An Advocate of New Methods Ap- 
pears Before the Board of Pub- 
lic Works and Asks That Fran- 
chises Hereafter Be Amended, 


The Board of Public Works met yes- 
terday in regular session, to prepare 
its weekly report to the Council. 

Several. matters of which no mention 
is made in the report of the board occu- 
pied a good portion of their time and 
attention. A representative of the 
Luitweiler Company made a proposi- 
tion to the board to sell to. the city 
a pumping plant for use in emptying 
holes and ponds where waste water 
may have accumulated. This work 
has heretofore been done by the fire 
department at a heavy expense to the 
city. The committee took the matter 
under advisement. 

Mrs. Riley and some other ladies ap- 
peared before the board to urge that 
some steps be taken by the city to re- 
move standing water on Flower street. 
They stated that the grade of the 
street had never been established, and 
water gathered in front of their prop- 
erty, and made the locality unhealthy. 
Mrs. Scarborough objected to other 
streets turning their storm water in 
upon her and her neighbors. The board 
promised the ladies that something 
would be done to relieve the sitiiation 
after the Health Officer had made his 
report to the Council next Monday. 

Frederick Hall was also given an 
audience by the board. He was anx- 
ious to have the San Pedro-street 
railway franchise advertised in such 
form that it would be possible to oper- 
ate the road b 
desired. Mr. all offered a variety 
»}of arguments in favor of the insertion 
of such a proviso in the franchise, he- 
cause it could work no injury to any 
one, and might open the way for 
greater competition in the bidding. He 
contended that such methods as he ad- 
vocated would insure both cheaper and 
safer service. In support of his posi- 
tion he submitted scientific reports on 
compressed air as a motive power for 
street railroads, as now in practice in 
New York. These statements repre- 
sented that the service was rapid and 
safe, and did away with poles on the 
streets and overhead wires, and was 
not accompanied by more noise than 
any other service in use. 

The board took the position that it 
was too late to amend the notice of 
sale of the franchise, but held out the 
hope to Mr. Hall that such a proviso 
as he proposed might be- inserted in 
other franchises now under eonsidera- 
tion.

To a Landscape Gardner in 
Charge of the Park Entrance, 
The Board of Park Commissioners | 
met in special session yesterday after- 
noon in the committee room of the 
Mayor’s ‘office, Commissioners Teed, 
Workman and Waters and Mayor Sny- 

der were present. 
Judge Silent appeared before the 
board and stated that there was im? 
perative need for: a competent land- 
scape gardener t6 take charge of the 
general entrance to Elysian Park, and 
to superintend the planting of the 
slopes so as to produce satisfactory re- 
sults. He also recommended that the 
several entrances to the park be des- 
ignated by appropriate names, and 
Suggested that the new approach to 
the park south of the Buena Vista- 
street bridge be called the “Fremont 
Entrance.’ This title suited the fancy 
of the board, and, in memory of the 
‘‘Pathfinder”’’ and out of compliment to 
Mrs. Jessie Benton Fremont, who has 
repeatedly expressed her great inter- 
est in the work of the unemployed on 
the park boulevard, it was officially 
adopted.

ANOTHER VETO, 


The Mayor Objects to the Erection 
of Any More Poles, 


Mayor Snyder decided yesterday 
afternoon to veto the pole and wire or- 
dinance, which has been in his hands 
for nine days. This conclusion was 
suddenly reached. The power which 
impelled the Maygor to make up his 
mind, after yore than a week of in- 
decision, was a communication from 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Asociation, urging that he veto the or- 
dinance, and the report that the Cham- 
ber of Commerce “and the Board of 
Trade were about to follow the same 
The resolutions adopted by the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation are as follows: 

‘Hon M. P. Snyder, Mayor of Los 
Angeles: At a meeting cf the board of 
directors of this association, held April 
15, 1897, the following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted: 

‘“Wheras, the large number of poles 
overhead wires along our principal 
thoroughfares are unsightly and a 
serious menace to life and property in 
ease of fires; and, whereas, the’ City 
Council recently passed, and the Mayor 
approved an ordinance prohibiting the 
erection of any more poles and over- 
head wires with a certain defined ‘con- 
duit district,’ which conduit district 
embraces the principal retail business 
section of our city, and ordering the re- 
moval within one year of said poles 
and wires in said district, and whereas, 
the said City Council has since passed 
an amendment to said ordinance, 
which amendment would permit the 
existing companies to erect additional 
poles and wires in said conduit ‘dis- 
trict; now, therefore, it is 

“Resolved, that this association, be- 
lieving that the time has arrived when 
the erection of any more poles and 
lwires- in said conduit district should 
be prohibited, respectfully petition 
the honorable Mayor to veto the said 
amendment, and we respectfully urge 
the City Council to sustain the veto.

| BILLY GREEN WENT AFTER OUT- 
LAWS AND NEVER CAME BACK. 


Mrs. Annie Green Files a Suit to Re- 
cover $5000 Life Insurance on 
Her Missing Husband’s Life—His 
Mysterious Disappearance, 


A suit was filed yesterday by Mrs. 
Annie Green against the Bankers’ Al- 
) liance of. California, in which she seeks 
to recover a judgment of $5000 and in 
terest. This sum was the amount of 
life insurance the plaintiff’s husband, 
William Green, carried in the defend- 
ant company. He held two policies for 
$2500 each, both made out in favor of 
his wife. 

Mrs. Green was married to Green at 
Las Vegas, N. M., in August, 1886. 
The complaint filed yesterday states 
that Green was shot and killed by an 
unknown party in Trinidad, Colo. 
Green, who was known all over New 


the reputation of bé@ing the best officer 
in the northern part of the Territory, 
was at one time a deputy sheriff of 
San Miguel county. He killed several 
hard characters while he was a deputy 
sheriff, one of the most noted of whom 
was Pablo Herrera. 

Hierrara was a member of a family 
of desperadoes, and after serving a 
term in the penitentiary for cutting up 
another man with a knife, was elected 
to the New Mexico Legislature. While 
a member of this body he was ap- 
pointed chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Penitentiaries, in recognition 
of his own experience in that line.

About a year ago Billy Green, who 
was at one time a deputy constable of 
Las Vegas, together with one Kelly, 
‘who was also a deputy constable, went 
across the Colorado line after a band 
of outlawed horsethieves, who had been 
actively engaged in holding up saloons, 
banks, etc., in Northern New Mexico 
and Southern Colorado. These fugitives 
from justice operated mostly in the ad- 
joining counties of Huerfano, in Colo- 
rado, and Colfax, in the Territory. 

Nothing was ever heard from the two 
officers after they started on their 
northern trip. Several attempts were 
made to find some trace of them, but 
nothing could be learned of the way 
they disappeared. As the part of ‘the 
country into which they went was peo- 
pled by. a tough element, there was lit- 
tle doubt but that Green and Kelly met 
death at the hands of the desperadoes 
they went to capture. 

Mrs. Green offered $5000 reward for 
the body of her missing husband, dead 
or alive, and published the notice of re- 
ward in all the newspapers. She also 
offered a smaller sum for proof of what 
had become of Green. She states in 
the complaint filed yesterday that in 
August, 1896, she made application to

THE SUPREME COURT. 


The Business for the Term Finished, 
Henry Williams Released, 

‘The Supreme Court met at 
usual hour yesterday morning and fin- 
ished the business for the Los Angeles 
term. An opinion was rendered by De- 
partment One yesterday affirming the 
judgment of the Superior Court in the 
case of the Peope vs. Belardes. Be- 
lardes was convicted of a felony, and 
the case was appealed to the Supreme 
Court on the ground that the evidence 
introduced was not sufficient to justify 
his conviction. 

The Supreme Court in bank rendered 
an opinion granting the writ of habeas 
corpus for the release of Henry Wil- 
liams, who was held in Santa Ana, 
Orange county, for forgery. The writ 
alleged that the Superior Judge had 
set aside the information against. Wil- 
liams, and given the District Attor- 
ney leave to draw up a new informa- 
tion. This the District Attorney did 
not do, and as thirty days had passed 
without any action being taken in the 
matter, Williams filed his writ of hab- 
eas corpus. The Supreme Court held 
that the trial Judge should have di- 
rected the District Attorney to draw 
up a new information. Williams was 
ordered discharged from custody, Jus- 
tice Van Vieet dissenting and holding 
that the court’s instructions were not 
incorrect.

CITRUS FRUIT TARIFF. 

Copnty Committee Asks Perkins to 
Work for lit. 

The following resolutions have been 
adopted by the Executive Committee of 
the. Republican County Central Com- 
mittee, Los Angeles county: !

Resolutions Passed by New York 
Chamber of Commerce—Visitors 


from Arizona Coming to La 
Fiesta—Late Donations. 


At the next meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, action will probably be taken 
upon a communication which has just 
been received from the New York 
Chamber of Commerce, an_ institu- 
tion that has been in existence since 
1768, and is a power in. the land. The 
letter includes a resolution adopted at 
a recent meeting of the ‘New York 
Chamber of Commerce, which is as 
‘follows: 

“Whereas, the Republic of France 
has announced its intention to cele- 
brate the opening year of the twen- 
tleth century by inaugurating at 
Paris an international exposition of 
unusual extent and importance; and, 
whereas, this republic is bound to. 
that of France by historic ties and 
sacred obligations which command 
the affectionate regard of the people 
of the United States, and which have 
linked together -in imperishable mem- 
ory the names of Washington and La- 
fayette; and, whereas, the agricultural, 
commercial, industrial and artistic 
progress and position of this country 
have been heretofore very inadequately 
and unworthily represented inter- 
national exhibitions held in foreign 
countries, therefore, 

“Resolved, that President McKinley 
be, and he hereby is, most respect- 
fully and urgently requested to ask 
from Congress an early and liberal ap- 
propriation for the proposed exhibi- 
tion in France, to the end that the 
dignity and reputation of the United 
States may be upheld, and the _ re- 
sources of this country adequately 
represented in comparison with the ex- 
hibits of other nations.” 

The Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce is urgently requested to take 
similar action with the view of secur- 
ing the necessary appropriation by 
Congress that will provide for a cred- 
itable display of the agricultural and 
manufacturing products of this coun- 
try at the proposed exposition.

Reports 
from some of the grain-growing sec- 
tions of the interior, notably from the 
eastern part of Riverside county, are 
to the effect that the grain looks far 
from well, and in some places only a 
half crop is expected. This is particu- 
larly unfortunate for the farmers of 
that section, as they have been look- 
ing forward to the crop of this year to 
recoup themselves for the losses of 
the past three years, when there has 
not been sufficient rainfall to insure a 
crop. This season there has been a 
zood rainfall, but now comes the heat 
2nd wind, which, together with several 
touches of frost, have worked consider- 
able damage to the grain. A good 
rainfall just now would be much ap- 
breciated by the farmers. 

Fruit trees are blooming very pro- 
fusely, deciduous fruits generally 
promising an excellent crop, and little 
Jamage is reported to fruit buds from 
the late frosts. Oranges are being 
rapidly cleaned up. The navels are 
1early all gone, and present shipments 
sonsist chiefly of Mediterranean 
Sweets and St. Micheals. For-seedlings 
t is at. present difficult to find a mar- 
cet in the East. 

There is little change to note in the 
iried-fruit market. The tendency is 
ward better quotations, but there is 
10 change of importance to note as 
vet. A large quantity of dried apricots 
lave been shipped from San Francisco 
0 Australia, which is relieving the 


market- there and causing prices to} 


advance about a quarter of a cent a 
90und. 
In the local produce market eggs con- 
dnue remarkably low, 11 cents being 
about the highest price paid, while a 
zood many sales have been made at 
0 cents. Choice potatoes are in good 
lemand. 

Onions are a bonanza for those who 
1appen to have them, selling at $3.75 
‘or 100 pounds. There is scarcely ever 
L years during which onions do not at 
some time go about this price, while 
it other times they are selling as low 
is 50 cents a sack. It looks as if some 
lealers and growers would make a note 


f this and profit by the rise when it 
somes.

California Oranges in England. 


The Anglo-Californian, a m 

ournal published in London 
yurpose of disseminating information 
egarding California, publishes in jts 
March issue an interview with Mr. 
yarcia, of the firm of Garcia, Jacobs 
& Co., brokers, on the subject of Cal- 
fornia fruit. The firm claims to be one 
the largest fruit- -importing firms in 
Surope, and nearly all=the oranges 
at have gone to Engla rom -Cali- 
have passed through their 
nands. Mr. Garcia described the fruit 
hat he received from California as 

‘magnificent.” The following is a por- 
jon of the interview: 

“On the subject of quality Mr. Gar- 
tia stated: ‘California fruit is of the 
very highest standard, and has no 
serious rival in the world. The oranges 
ure handsomer in appearance and bet- 
er in color,.and in flavor—have no 
qual. The same reply applies to pears, 
vhich my firm have sold in this coun- 
ry for the past twenty-five years, and 
10 better pears were ever put upon a 
able than those that come from Cali- 
jornia.’ Speaking of the packing of 
ruit, Mr. Garcia paid & well-deserved 
compliment to the California fruit 
packers, for, he said, they had made 
yuite a study of it, and the fruit ar- 
rived here in perfect condition with- 
put the slightest damage being done 
notwithstanding the rough usage the 
packages received at the hands of 
‘areless porters, etc., ‘The fact of Cal- 
fornia seedless oranges being so fine 
n quality has resulted in, the develop- 
ng of the trade, and whereas up to the 
present time only two firms:have been 
shipping direct to us, the dealers in 
New York are now beginning to send 
yn their own account, being evidently 
wide awake to the fact that, as [ an- 
icipated, this market wil] be able to 
‘ake a very large quantity. The prices 
nave decreased ,somewhat, but this 
y be due to the fruit not being so 
as that shipped by Messrs, Ske]- 

& Co., and the Riverside Orange 
aig who have both taken par- 
Wlar care in the packing and sorting, 
that the oranges may exactly 
ited to the requirements of the Lon- 
a trade.’ Mr. Garcia opened severa] 
xés that had just arrived for our 
epresentative’s inspection, and he 
fully confirms Mr. Garcia’s statement 
both as to the condition of the fruit 
and the packing. 

“In reply to an inquiry as to prices, 
Mr. Garcia said: ‘Oranges have realized 
wery fair prices, considering the large 
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ponsignments that have arrived from 
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other countries, which are now  s0 
cheap. We could have sold large quan- 
tities; of Californians, had we received 
them, but the supplies here have been so 
limited, owing to the great demand in 
New York and other large cities in the 
States. The prices we realized ranged 
from 14s to 20s per box, or from 1%d 
to 2%d-each, but this price could 
hardly be maintained if the supplies 
were large.’ 


Tariff Talk. 

One of the misleading arguments 
used by the foreign fruit importers of 
New York against an increase of the 
tariff on citrus fruits, is that it would 
increase the price of oranges to poor 
men. The Times has already shown 
the fallacy of this argument. An addi- 
tional proof of its falsity has been fur- 
nished to the Finance Committee of 
the Senate, in the shape of ten boxes 
of good California seedling oranges, for 
which there is at present no market. 
If the American industry is permitted 
to develop, the United States, in the 
course’ of five or six years, will he 
able to furnish a surplus of the fruit, 
and the competition among growers 
will be such as to reduce prices mate- 
rially. When the crop. is quadrupled 
freight will naturally be lower, and 
fruit cheaper. 

In regard to the question of levying 
a tariff by weight, instead of measure, 
it should be stated that all the tariffs 
on citrus fruits in foreign countries 
are on weight, not on measure. Our 
own tariff on beans, on cereals, on 
rice, on hay and potatoes, nuts, etc., 
has been on weight, which is the only 
honest system. Foreigners want it on 
measure, as it offers greater oppor- 
am for fraud, their resistance to 
the weight system being the best proof. 

It may be asked why the orange- 
growers of Southern California have 
net previously agitated the question of 
a protective duty on citrus fruits. We 
have never called on Congress for pro- 
tection: for the reason that when the 
crop was small, it was easily disposed 
of at fair prices. Now the crop has 
‘increased to such dimensions that 
every American market is necessary to 
dispose of the same. 


Tariff on Citrus Fruits. 

The following arguments for an in- 
crease of tariff on citrus fruits have 
been prepared by W. C. Fuller of 
Colton, for presentatian to the Finance 
Committee of the Senate, by the citrus 
fruit growers of Southern’ California 
,through the Chamber of Commerce. 
They make a remarkably strong, com- 
pact and clear presentation of the 
claims which the citrus-fruit industry 
of California has upon Congress, and 
should prove convincing to the mem- 
bers of the Senate. Readers of The 
Times will doubtless be glad to preserve 
this interesting matter for reference. 
Its compilation has cost Mr. Fuller 
a large amount of hard work. Mr. 
Fuller sums up his argument as fol- 
lows: “Our industry is an American 
industry and we are Americans.”

The New York Press says it is in con- 
templation to organize a company for 
the collection of the out-of-town checks 
received for deposit by the New York 
banks.

COMMERCIAL. 


CITRUS-FRUIT TARIFF. While th 
fruit-dealers and importers of New 
York are actively working to prevent 
an increase of duties on citrus fruits, 
other dealers in the western part of 
the country have been trying to coun- 
teract this action by producing argu- 
ments in favor of such increase of du- 
ties, Among other dealers of the West 
‘who have shown themselves active in 
Ithis direction is John Zucca of Chicago, 
)who has got up a petition signed by the 
wholesale fruit-dealers of the West in 
‘favor of higher duties on _ foreign 
‘oranges, lemons, nuts, raisins and 
‘prunes. This petition largely 
signed, not only by fruit-dealers of Chi- 
cago, Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, Indiana, Kansas, Missouri, Da- 
kota and Michigan, but also by fruit 
men of Southern California. The letter 
of Mr. Zucca to Mr. Dingley, transmit- 
is as follows: 

ICAGO, March 17, 1897. 

‘Hon. Nelson Dingley, Jr., chairman of 
Committee on Ways and Means, House 
of Representatives, Washington, D. C. 
—Dear Sir: Enclosed I beg to hand 
you a petition signed by the wholesale 
.fruit-dealers in the West in favor of 
higher duties on foreign: oranges, lem- 
ons, nuts, raisins and prunes. I beg 
also to hand you a copy of a circular 
letter giving the reason for the stand 
taken in soliciting signatures, a copy 
of the same, accompanying the peti- 
tion, was forwarded to the different 
western markets. | 

“But while I have confined myself to 
circulating this petition in the largest 
western markets, I did so with the 
knowledge that the sentiments therein 
expressed were also indorsed by the 
smaller dealers at all other points trib- 
utary to distributing large cities, which 
I have ascertained by personal inter- 
view while traveling throughout the 
West as to the feeling of all fruit-deal- 
ers in regard to higher duties on the 
above-mentioned articles; and the 
reason that they have given for advo- 
cating a protective tariff was not only 
that it should be done for the protec- 
tion of American fruit-growers, but 
also to prevent inferior quality of fruit 
from being shipped to the United States 
from abroad, which by reason of their 
unmerchantable quality becoming un- 
salable at the seaboard and gulf cities, 
are promiscuously scattered through- 
out the West to be sold on commission, 
regardless of the ruling market price of 
. fruit of a merchantable quality, to the 
great detriment of those merchants the 
desire of whom is that of supplying the 
people consuming the fruit with a 
wholesome and healthy article of food. 
‘And they are under the belief: (which is 
respectfully submitted to your atten- 
tion) that a higher rate of specific duty 
on imported fruits, etc., will have the 
effect of keeping out the lower grade in 
the same way and to the same effect 
that the high rate of transportation 
now operates on these products from 
the Pacific Coast. 

“T have several more petitions out to 
hear from, hence I am at present una- 
ble to send you all the names which 
will be secured. A supplementary list 
will, however, follow in a day or so 
which will undoubtedly’ convince the 
people’s representatives in Congress 
that the sentiments expressed in the 
petition are unanimously indorsed by 
all the western wholesale fruit-dealers, 
with the exception of but few concerns 
in large markets who have not signed 
it, by reason of being heavily interested 
in the importation of Mexican oranges, 
as well as lemons and. oranges from. 
Europe and the West Indies.

THE APRICOT CROP. While the 
damage by the frosts of a few weeks 
ago to the coming fruit crop of the 
seven southern counties was insignifi- 
cant, the same is not true of the fruit- 
growing sections north of the Te- 
hachepi. Even as far south as Kern 
county, the frosts, according to the 
local papers, have caused, in some 
Cases, an almost total loss of the 
apricot crop, while in no case have 
growers escaped altogether. The 
Moorparks have been the ieast af- 
fected. This damage should be taken 
into consideration when estimating the 
probable price of apricots for the com- 
ing season. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 


VALUE OF FRUIT STONES. The 
seeds or stones of many fruits which 
would apparently seem useless, have 
some economic value, and in this con- 
nection reference is made chiefly to 
those which are often thrown away. 
In: certain parts of Egypt the date 
stones are boiled to soften them, and 
the camels and cattle are fed upon 
them. They are calcined by the Chin- 
ese, and enter into the composition 
of their Indian ink.. In Spain they are 
burnt and powdered for dentifrice, and 
vegetable ivory nuts are applied to 
the same purposes. Some species of 
Attalea nuts are burned in Brazil to 
blacken the raw caoutchouc or, India- 
rubber. The seed or stone of the 
tamarind is sometimes prescribed in 
India in cases of dysentery as a tonic, 
and in the form of an electuary. In 
times of scarcity the natives eat them 


j after being roasted and soaked for a 


few hours in water;,the dark outer 
skin comes off, and they are then. 
boiled from this seed. The seed of the 
carob bean is ground up as food for 
cattle, and is used in Algeria, when 
roasted, as coffee.

WEW YORK MARKETS. 


Dun’s Weekly Review. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


NEW YORK, April 16.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say 
that an undeclared war between Greece has 
‘been more responsible than any single cause 
for the changes in business this week. Actual 
fighting with facts which seem to make a 
formal declaration of war by Turkey inevitable 
have affected grain markets much and stocks 
slightly. The progress of the Mississippi 
feeds dées not change the prite of cotton, 
and settlement of themore im t labor 


dificuities has revived works suspended last 


week. The temporary decrease itX.exports and 
large increase in imports at New York, 20.8 
per cent. for the month, caused questions 
about the financial future which have not 
much influence as yet. The increase in im- 
orts, $9,900,000, or over 100 per cent. from 
ast year, and $17,100,000, or 28.9 per cent. from 
February, if long continued, may embarrass 
some branches of business, but can hardly 
exhaust balances remaining from the un- 
recedented excess of merchandise exports, 

23,881,519, in nine mofiths ending with March. 
The wheat market, after its decline of 6 cents 
last. week, was prepared to rise with pros- 
pects of European war and increased pur- 
chases for export and has. risen 4.37 cents 
since last Friday. Exports for the week are 
very small, and for two weeks but Jittle 
greater than last year, while corn exports 
continue over three times last year's, and 
for two years 6,032,015 bushels against 1,963,193 
last year, the price advancing less than’ 1 
cent. Western receipt®of wheat are larger 
for the week, and for the two weeks as large 
as last year, and the government reports indi- 
cate a considerably larger yield than that of 
1896, which has sufficed to meet an extraor- 
dinary demand. Cottons had scarcely changed 
during the week: of unprecedented floods, 
though this year’s crop will be materially di- 
minished unless that. water soon subsides, 
But there are numerous indications that in 
other parts of the South a large acreage is 
being planted. The output of pig iron in- 
creases, though fifteen furnaces stopped in 
March as others with larger capacity started, 
and the weekly production April 1 was 173,279 
tons, against 169,986 last year. While 20 per 
cent. below the greatest ever known, the 
output is 52 per cent. larger than October, and 
sto¢ks unsold increased scarcely any, though 
the largest on record. The demand for nails 
and wire continues heavy, and in spite of 
large transactions in the past in structural 
wor= and rails is still fair, while there is 
much doing in machinery for export to Rus- 
Sia, Japan and South Africa. But bars and 
most other finished products are in, narrow 
demand, and Bessemer pig is lower at $9.90 
or les sat Pittsburgh, with gray forge $38.60 
there, and only $6.75 at Birmingham. Delay 
.{n making contracts for Lake Erie retards 
demand for products, but hard ore has be- 
gun to sell at $2.40 for Chapin. Tin-plate 
makers have agreed upon $3.50 for full-weight 
Bessemer against $3.90 for foreign. Lead is 
unchanged at 6.30 cents and copper at 1% 
cents. Woolen mills are doing a little tmore, 
though much machinery is idle, and there is 
scarcely any buying of qualities recenly ad- 
vanced. Speculation in wool turns largely to 
foreign, and imports of 45,114 bales the past 
week and 15,246 the previous week at Boston 
alone have not prevented higher quotations 
for the better grades of domestic. Sales at 
the three chief markets were 9,606,000 pounds. 
Failures for the week have been 207 in the 
United States, against 222 last year, and 30 
in Canada against 36 last year. 

Braastreet’s Review, 

NEW YORK, April 16.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that the most conspicuous im- 
provement in trade conditions this week is in 
the weather throughout the western central 
and northwestern States, where country road- 
ways are more passable. There s a better de- 


‘mand for building materials, particularly lum- 


ber. In staple line there is a more active 
request at Portland, Or., Minneapolis, St. 
Paul, Kansas City and Atlanta, — to 
irregularity of the tendency to recover. Jo 
bers at Chicago, St. Louis, Omaha, C 
nati and Chattanooga report the .demand is 
decreased. There is no sign of trade revival 
in the flooded regions where the danger 
point has moved southward. If the water re- 
cedes by May 1, one-half of the cotten crop 
may be raised in Arkansas and Mississippi 
this year, but the outlook is not promising. 
Demand for wool is checked. as stocks are 
badly cut, but makers of woolens are as 
active as before. Shoe manufacturers are 
working full time. Iron and steel continue 
disappointing with lower prices for Bessemer 
pig and for billets; few, if any new orders, 
and a tendency to weakness rathen than the 
reverse. A reverse movement is noted in 
prices for staples, those for wheat, flour, 
Indian corn, pork, lard, coffee and woolens 
having advanced. Lower quotations are re- 
ported for sugar, petroleum and naval stores, 
in addition®to iron and steel. Exports of 
wheat (fiour included as wheat) include one 
day less this week than usual. The total 
from both coasts and from St. Johns, N. B., is 
1,344,000 bushels for five days, compared with 
2,036,000 in six days of the preceding week, 
2,017,000 in the week a year ago; 3,165,000 two 
years ago; 3,019,000 three years ago, and as 
compared with 3,964,363 in the like week of 
1893. There is a marked decrease in the total

SHERIF NICOLS ARRESTS TWO 
‘ALLEGED SAFE-CRACKERS, 


Wheeler and Keller Believed to Be 
the Men Who Looted the Tustin 
Postoffice—Henry Williams Re. 
leased and Rearrested. 


SANTA ANA, April 16.—{Regular 
Correspondence.}] Sheriff Nichols has 
landea two men in the County Jail 
Who are supposed to be the safe-crack- 
ers at Tustin. 

Ever since the safé in the Tustin 
postoffice was broken open on the night 
of April 1, Sheriff Nichols has been 
working diligently to lgcate the per- 
petrators of the crimé, atid he now feels 
that he has been successful. He has 
come in possession of sufficient evi- 
dence to justify the arrest of Fred 
Keller, a brother of the notorious No- 
nan Keller, and a young man who 
gives the name of' Ed Wheeler. Both 
men were arrested late Thursday even- 
ing by Sheriff Nichols and were 
brought to Santa Ana, arriving here 
Shortly béfore midnight. Wheeler was 
found at Long Beach in a billiard par- 
lor, and Keller at a rancher’s house at 
Alamitos, near where his brother No- 
nan resided. He was about to take his 
departure for Los Angeles, presum- 
ably to further cover up his tracks. 

Wheeler looks like a boy and deceives 
his appearance very much if he is over 
21 years of age. He is a comparative 
stranger here, but Keeler is well, but 
unfavorably known in and around Tus- 
tin, where he has lived for several 
years. 

It is believed. that Wheeler and per- 
haps, Keller, havé been interested in 
the many attempts to crack safes in 
Southern California during the last 
few months and that they know some- 
thing about the Santa Monica and 
Whittier jobs, as well as other jobs 
of recent occurrence. 

The prisoners were taken before Jus- 
tice of the Peace Freeman on Friday 
afternoon and their examinations set. 
Wheeler will be examined April 21 and 
Keller the day following, both at 10 
o’clock a.m. In default of $1000 bail 
both men are back in the County Jail, 

Keller is believed to be from Chicago

Orange-growers Send a Telegram to 
Senator Perkins. 


REDLANDS, April 16.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Redlands orange-grow-

WATERS OF LYTLE CREEK AP- 
PROPRIATED FOR POWER. 


Work on a Big Electric Plant Be- 
gun—The Mining Boom at Dale 
City—Another Rich Striké on 
Lytle Creek—Local Brevittes. 


» 


SAN BERNARDINO, April 16.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] There have 
been many supplementary filings on 
the waters of Lytle Creek for various 
purposes, but they have hitherto come 
to naught, for the reason that they 
were made to sell, and not to work, 
but the last attempt in this line is said 
to mean business. This was a filing 
made a few days ago by W. A. Camp- 
bell of St. Paul, Minn., on all the 
waters of the creek for power purposes. 
As he -has capital to back his inten- 
tions, this should mean development 
with a’ capital D. The papers in the 
case were filed today (Friday,) and at 
the same moment a party of engi- 


Koebig, went into the field to com- 
‘mence the work of bringing down the 
water for three miles by cement canal 
and steel pressure pipe, with a fall 
of 700 feet, to the location of the power- 
house. This latter will be just above 
the present location of the dam _ for 
taking out the waters of the .creek 
for irrigation purposes, and the new 
move will not diminish, but increase 
the flow at that point, as the seepage 
for threé miles will be prevented, and 
the entire flow turned into the irrigat- 
ing canals. The company starts in with 
a capital stock of 3000 shares of $100 
each, or a total working capital of 
$300,000, all of which is subscribed, with 
W. A. Campbell at the head, and 
several prominent business men of this 
city on the list. The principal place 
of business will be San Bernardino, 
and the purposes of the incorporation 
will be to develop power for electrical 
purposes. The estimates place the 
amount available at 1500 to 2000 horse- 
power. or sufficient to suppyl that num- 
_ber of are lights. As there is a 
growing demand for this power, the 
compan expects to find purchasers in 
Los Angeles for all that is not taken 
in this neighborhood. It is thought 
that at least 250 horse-power of it can 
be contracted for the use of the city, 
‘and the municipality thus own a stated 
supply permanently for street light- 
ing and supplying merchants, at a 
figure that can discount any present 
source. -Work is to be pushed rapidly 
on the project, arid if possible have 
the electrical current ready for de- 
livery by another winter. 
DALE CITY DOINGS. 

The latest report from Dale City 
is that there is a boom in building and 
that most of the mines being worked 
have doubled their force. New strikes 
are being made, among them an extra 
good one by V. E. Forker, that is 
three-fourths of a mile northeast of 
the celebrated Leoti, in which the ore 
carries a large percentage of free 
gold. He proposes to work the mine 
to its full extent. Minick & Kelley 
are running a tunnel on their lead 
with very satisfactory results. 
George Dillon and a number of men 
are winning fortune at the Helen 
mine, on Pinto Mountain. Kenucan, 
Prendegast & Kelley have over $10,- 
000 worth of ore on dump and plenty 
more in sight. A new strike is the 
Afigelita by, Baird, Wright, Stewart 
and Lingo, which commenced with 
two feet of ore that assayed very high 
at the surface. It is located on the 
Bullawayno Mountain. The Dale City 
postoffice has been running four weeks 
and has mail delivery twice a week 
from Amboy. It sends out 500 letters 
per week.
